In the Ruint of a Big Building 
Razed by the Flames 
at Chicago.

Chicago, J^Iarch 17.—The most appall­ 
ing fire since the cold storage holocaust 
a t the W orld’s fair, broke out in the 
Conover Piano building, 215 to 221 W a ­ 
bash avenue at 11 yesterday forenoon. 
Three hundred girls employed on the 
top floors of the builidng trampled over 
one another In their frantic efforts to 
escape the flames. W ithin half an hour 
after the sheet of fire shot out from the 
top floor of the six-story builidng the 
entire structure was wrapped In flames, 
and the crash of the huge walls as they 
tumbled down was hoard for blocks 
around. 
The streets in the vicinity of 
W abash avenue and Jackson boulevard 
were literally black with people who 
streaniod thither from all parts of tho 
city, attracted by the clouds of s»moke 
which belched from the burning build­ 
ing and spread all over the downtown 
district. 


Nitinber o f Dead In in Doubtw 
The number of dead li* In doubt, and 
probably will not be definitely known 
until the debris of the building Is sulll- 
clently cleared to admit a search being 
made for the bodies of those who art- 
undoubtedly In the ruins. 
This will be 
days hence at least. 
Three men are 
known to be dead—Samuel A. Clark, 
bookkeeper for Olmsted Scientific com­ 
pany; Miles A. Smith, salesman 
for 
Olmsted Scientific company, and 
E d­ 
ward Blntz, cashier for Sweet, Wallach 
& Co.

How the firemen working In the rear 
of the building ese.nped death Is a mys­ 
tery. In spite of the repi-iited warnings 
given them by their battalion chief they 
remained at their i)ost. apparently fas­ 
cinated by the slowi.ng bulging wall, 
until It seemed certain death to stay 
there a second longer. Then they took 
to their heels. The wall seemed to hang 
for a moment, but finally the big iron 
girders bn>ke. and it came down with a 
crash. Just as the last man got safely 
out of the way. The breaking of tele­ 
phone 
and 
telegraph 
wires 
almost 
caused a panic among the dense crowds 
of spectators. The wires falling across 
the rails of the elevated loop were In­ 
stantly charged with electricity, and a 
wild rush to get out of the way took 
place a t once. 


When the w ater was turned on the 
burning elevated loop structure a beau­ 
tiful sight occurred. 
As 90<>fi as the 
stream s struck the feed rail they were 
apparently conveyted Into showers of 
electric sparks, lind an arc formed, 
sometimes 
spreading 
fan-wise, 
then 
shooting high Into the air. 
This was 
kept up until the powerhouse was tele­ 
phoned to shut off the current. The fire 
seemed to spring from three floors at 
one time. The occupants of the fourth 
floor of the Emerison building saw It 
sweep to the front from the rear of the 
building.

One flreman distinguished himself by 
a daring rescue. He was upon a ladder 
clone t(» the building and heard a cry 
ringing above the n»ar of the flames. 
Steadying himself upon the ladder he 
peered into the dense smoke. Ju st then 
the wind cleared t,he scene. 
The flre­ 
man saw^ a man In a window of tlie 
flfth story, carrying an inanimate form, 
and that the rescuer was about to 
throw the unconscious human being 
into the street. The flreman put up his 
hands as a signal to w'ait until he was 
ready, and bracing himself upon th<^ 
ladder then waved to the rescuer to 
dro;- the unconscl(»us man to him. 


With a shock that nearly knocked 
the heroic fiVeman from his position 
upon the ladder the body of the man 
struck the fire-fighter. 
But It did not 
get aw ay frora him.

I d a loDf? editorial the Palladium , 
the local orf^an of monopolies, defends 
the lef^islators who accept passes from 
railroad companies clinchinf^ its mas­ 
terful argum ent with this last nail in 
the cottin of the im portant question: 


If th e members of the legislature are 
offered free riie s on the railways to 
facilitate th eir going back and forth 
between th eir homes and the state capi- 
tol they ought to accept them as such, 
use them legitim ately and advise the 
governor to look after concerns of 
g reater interest to the state. 


The argum ent is a pretty one, Along 
the same line if a legislator were of­ 
fered cash outright from a railroad 
company it is proper he should acccpt 
it. provided ho uses the cash ‘'legiti­ 
m ately.” 
Railroad passes are given 
for the purpose of inHuencing legisla­ 
tion and the raoiiiber of the legislature 
who uses a pass is under obligation to 
the railroad company th at tenders it. 
Railroads are operated for money and 
their experience i§ th at the pass busi- 
nens irt the cheapest method of inllu- 
encing legislation. 


Ttie objection to the pass evil does 
not come solely from the despised pop­ 
ulists, but the state of New York, 
where populists never get into the leg­ 
islature, has made it u crim e to give a 
legislator a pass and another crim e for 
a legislator to accept one. 


The day will come when a sim ilar 
law will prevail in Michigan. 


Color riiotogrHphy. 


At a roceut meeting of the Royal 
Photographic society iu Loudou Profess­ 
or Gabriel Lippmuu described his sys­ 
tem of color photogrupliy, whereby u 
photograph showing the colors of uuture 
is obtained by a direct process and w'ith 
one exposure of the plate. 
The film, 
which m ight be of any seusitive sub­ 
stance, ho explained, W’as exposed, de­ 
veloped and fixed iu the usual w’uy. 
Two conditions, however, m ust be ob- 
m rvG il— the illm must iu the first place 
bo trauspareut and grain less and iu the 
second it m ust be iu contact w ith a me­ 
tallic m irror during exposure. The ef­ 
fect of the mirror, wiiich was formed 
by running a layer of mercury iu be- 
iiind the plate, was to reflect back the 
incident colored rays und thus make the 
incident light waves stationary. 
Theso 
etatiouury vibratiuns, falling iu tiie in­ 
terior of the seuHitive lilm, impressed 
their own structure upon it, und by vir­ 
tue of the structure thus imjiarted to it 
liie brown deposit of silver, when viewed 
by relleeted white light,appeured clothed 
with the t>ame colors as were possessed 
by the inutgt) iu the camera. The colors 
Were produced by “ interference” in the 
same way us those of the soap bubble 
or mother of pearl. That this was their 
cause, M. Lippuum said, was proved 
by the fact that the tints of a negative 
changed if it were damped iu conse- 
qut^'uco of the gelatin swelling slightly 
and thus altering the structure of the 
silver deposit. 
The nolors produced by 
this process were true und bright pro­ 
vided that exposure und development 
had been properly 
conducted. 
They 
were, uioreover, completely fixed and 
resisted the action of light and time. 
He had not yet succeeded in taking 
prints from his negatives, but was con- 
viuced that to do so would bo found 
possible.

But every fall and winter 
the well goes dry, and there is seeming­ 
ly no stream from which the >vell can 
draw its supply of water.

known limestone water to rise in the 
well.

water out of it at one time and w hite 
salphur at another.

London Bridge. 


The Britons themselves were quite 
unable to construct a bridg<i) of any kind 
unless iu the prim itive mcithods observ­ 
ed at Post bridge and Two bridges, on 
Dartmoor, by a slab of stone laid across 
two bowlders. Tho work, tiierefore, was 
certainly undertaken by Koman engi­ 
neers. We have, in the next place, to in ­ 
quire what kind of bridge was built at 
that time by the Romans. 
They built 
bridges of wood and of stone. 
Many of 
these stone bridges still remain; in oth­ 
er cases the pieces of hev^’n stone still 
remain. 
The bridge over tho Thames, 
however, was of wood. 
This is proved 
by the fact that had it been of tho solid 
Ronum construction iu stone the piers 
w'ould be still remaining; also by the 
fact that London had to be contented 
w ith a wooden bridge t.Ul the year 
117(1, when the first bridge of stone was 
commenced. 


Considerations as to the comparative 
in.signiiicanceof London in the first cen­ 
tury, as to the ab.sence of stone in the 
neighborhood and as to the plentiful 
supply of the best wood in the world 
from the forests north of the city con­ 
firm the theory that the bridge was built 
of wood. 
We have only, therefore, to 
learn 
how 
Roman 
engineers 
built 
bridges of wood elsewhere in order to 
know how they built a bridge of wood 
over tho Thames.—Pall Mall Gazette.

A sheet itf spirit n oney (brown 
papt r having u pateii i»f gilding «m one 
suriaee) is laid over the upturned face, 
bceause it is said tliat if the eyes are 
left uncovered the corpse may count^tlie 
row jf tiles iu tlie roof, iiud that in 
sucli case tiie family could never build 
a more spacious dumicile.-—î»»ew York 
Ledger.
